Shall Americanism or Bolshevism prevail in Ketchikan? 

Shall the minority in the form of a soviet dictate the man- 
ner of doing business and the mode of life? - 

Shall a chechaco of but few months residence in Alaska who 
has admitted affiliation with the I. W. W. become kaiser of the 
North, dictating the policy of the growing and ever-struggling 
industrial life of the country? 

These are questions that are confronting the greatest fishing 
center on earth. And there is but one answer—Americanism 
and democracy will prevail. The public must be American or 
un-American and in Ketchikan, the town the honorable fame of 
which spread even to the trenches of France during the war, for 


going so gloriously and promptly over the top in its liberty loan, 


campaigns, there is no question that there are few—though vo- 
ciferous—of the un-American type. But those few must be put 
in their places. , 

Because of the fact that the Alaska Labor Union of Ketchi- 
kan has become un-American, because it has fallen into the 
hands of radicals and I.W.W., H. V. Hendrickson who has 
served as its secretary for months and who was primarily re- 
sponsible for its growth from a few hundred to approximately 
1,500 members, felt compelled to resign, to sever his connection 
with the management of the institution. And in his stead was 
elected one Bradley R. Sawyer, who has admitted affiliation with 
the I. W. W., who now stands indicted by the grand jury in 
Ketchikan of being a slacker, and who promptly enthrones him- 
self as industrial dictator, soviet- fashion, of the economic life of 
the town and the district. 

The Alaska Labor Union of Ketchikan boasts 1,500 mem- 
bers or thereabouts. Approximately 100 were on hand to elect 
Sawyer secretary. How many of the 1,500 members of that 
union have ever seen Sawyer, who know where he came from, 
what his record is? How many would recognize him if they 
came face to face with him on the street? Very few. , 

What are the first two acts of his official career as secretary 
of the labor union. They are worthy of note. 

Number One-—He proceeds to have the union authorize him 
to,engage, at the expense of the organization, one George Van- 
derveer as attorney to defend him in the case wherein he is ac- 
cused of being a slacker; the same George Vanderveer who is 
general counsel for the Industrial Workers of the World. And 
every one of you 1,500 members of the Alaska Labor Union who 
contributes a dollar in monthly dues is giving money for the en- 
gaging of Vanderveer to defend an alleged slacker, one who has 


been but few months in Alaska, who is a foreigner. 

Number Two—The second act is to notify the Heckman 
Wharf company that it can employ no one except those designat- 
ed by the union, meaning Sawyer himself. Sawyer, this che- 
chaco alien, under indictment, would tell Bob Heckman, a re- 
spected citizen of Alaska for 33 years who in a signed communi- 
cation in The Chronicle today emphasizes the desire he has al- 


ways manifested to play fair with labor, whom he shall and 
whom he shall not employ. The nerve and gall of the man is 
astounding and it is time that people of Ketchikan awakened to 
the situation to tell him where he gets off. 

Now, it has been a matter of common knowledge that for 
days, during the absence from Ketchikan of the former secre- 
tary, Hendrickson, that I. W. W. songs have been sung in the 
labor hall, that I. W. W. literature has been posted about the 
room and strongly I. W. W. speeches have been made. Sawyer 
is not alone. He has several worthy followers, radicals of the 
worst kind, getting control of the organization. 

Ketchikan is the home of the laboring man. 
it is a working man. Upon théir toil depend all residents for 
their bread. That being the case there is no question that ev- 
eryone is in favor of a square deal for labor. There has been 
no opposition tothe unions here. In fact they have been en- 
couraged and would be as long as they are pursued along legiti- 
mate lines, but when they switch off on courses un-American, it 
is time to call a halt. And that time has now arrived. 

Ever since his arrival.in Ketchikan, Mr. Sawyer has been 
very active about the labor hall, posting up unfair lists, publish- 
ing boycotts, And if the business men of the town toady to 
him he probably will continue. But no business man or institu- 
tion should be afraid of him or his boycotts, 

The time is now,at hand when the 1,500 members of the 
union, practically all ®; whom are good, loyal American citizens 
should see to it that the organization is given a fumigation, that 
it is cleaned of its radicals and agitators who never did a day’s 
work in their lives, but who roam from town to town and state 
to state, staying in each place only until they are found out. 

The Alaska Labor Union, founded for a noble purpose, that 
of securing justice, today stands in danger of being wrecked, is 
on the edge of a great precipice. If it is going to redeem itself, 
rid itself of the Bolshevik tendencies it will be well, but if it is 
not, itis up to the American people to protect themselves, de- 
mocracy and posterity. 

There is no halfway path. Everyone must be either Ameri- 
can or un-American. .

The Town of Wrangell last 
night established a quarantine 
against the Town of Petersburg. 

During the past two or three 
days there have been rumors that 
smallpox existed at Petersburg. 
Yesterday a cablegram was sent 
to the Territorial Health Commis- 
sioner inquiring whether there is 
smallpox at Petersburg. The 
following reply was received last 
night:

All incorporated towns should 
protect themselves against Pet- 
ersburg for two weeks.

Upon receipt of the above 
cablegram the Board of Health 
held a meeting and ordered a 
quarantine against Petersburg 
for two weeks.

Roosevelt Memorial Association 


The returns from the Roose- 
velt Memorial subscription lists 
are most gratifying indeed. Sev- 
eral lists are still out, but the re- 
turns to date show the names of 
459 persons who have shown their 
appreciation of the great Ameri- 
can soldier and. statesman by sub- 
scribing to the Roosevelt Memor- 
ial fund. The total amount re- 
ceived thus far is $229.85. The 
subscription list shows that the 
response from the Natives was 
as general as from the whites. 
There is little doubt but that 
Wrangell has again made the 
largest subscription in proportion 
to her population of any town in 
Alaska, 

Mr, F. E. Bronson, the chair- 
man for Wrangell, was handi- 
capped by the non-arrival of the 
literature and subscription cards 
intended for use in this drive. 
But through careful planning the 
drive was made most successful. 
Mr. Bronson is to be commended 
for the efficiency and zeal with 
which he discharged the task of 
enrolling the names of so many 
of Wrangell’s patriotic citizens 
as subscribers to the Roosevelt 
Memorial fund.

It remains to be seen whether 
these ideals will be fulfilled, but 
at least all are working together 
and boosting for Bayview.
